, SUDDEN REVOLT TERMINATES THE 
POWER OF FONSECA. 


Vice-President Peixoto Placed at the Head 
of the Gowernment—Congress Called 
Upon to Reassemble and Re-Establish 
the Authority of the Constitution—How 
It Was Done. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. A4. — The Dictator’s 
power is broken. Manoel Deodoro da Fonseca 
nas resigned. Floriano Peixoto is President 
of the Unitea States of Brazil. 

The slumbering fires of revolt broke into 
eerce fame at the capital yesterday morning. 
The people whose sympathies have from the 
frst been with Congress, the bulwark of the 
nation’s liberty, threw off all guise of adher- 
ence to the Dictator’s government and openly 
declared that he must abandon his assump- 
tion of power. 

The plans of the leaders of the Congres- 
sionalists had been well laid. Their stores 
of arms and ammunition had been largely 
increased, 

THE FIRST MOVE. 

The first move was made upon the naval 
arsenal, and after a weak and only 
half-hearted effort on the part of 
those stationed at the place to 
repulse the attempt of the invaders

The new head of the government, 7loriano 
Peixoto, is also a military hero. He was a 
member of the provisional government ana 
placed in his office by Congress. Nothing 
has been heard of him in the history 
of events since Fonseca became dictator 
until the cablegram of yesterday announcing 
his elevation to the presidency as Fonseca’s 
successor. He, like Fonseca, earned his 
laurels in the war with Paraguay and served 
with Dom Pedro’s son-in-law, Count d’Eu, in 
the last campaign, which proved the utter 
annihilation or the devoted bana which had 
so long followed the banner of the intrepid 
Lopez.

AMERICAN CAPITALISTS TO DIRECT AND CON- 
TROL HER TRADE. 

New YorK, Nov. 2#.—Capt. Gustavus

toward Americans in that country,said to the 
correspondent: The Brazilians look to the 
United States for relief from the yoke of 
British capital. English merchants have re-

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Yesterday’s Cyclone Left Devastation in 
‘Its Track. 


LOSS OF LIFE AND RUINED PROPERTY 
- MARKED ITS PROGRESS. 


It Came With a Rush and Roar Upon 
Washington — Black. Funnel - Shaped 
Clouds Over Pittsburg—Seven Persons 
Injured at Hanover, Pa —Dwellings 
and Crops Destroyed in Virginia. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24.—It is little 
wonder that exaggerated reports of the fury 
of yesterday’s cyclone in Washington gained 
credence in the outside world. For many 
hours after the storm struck the city the 
Capitol was completely cutoff from com- 
munication with any point by telegraph or 
telephone. 

A careful summing up to day of the wind’s 
work shows that but one life was lost—that 
of George White. The financial loss by the 
wind’s wreckage foots up $250,000. 

The cyclone came with a rush anda roar, 
whirling from west to east across the city, 
leaving ruin in its wake. As the storm ad- 
vanced, accompanied by a down-pour of 
rain, vehicles, signs and all portable objects 
were whirled along. At Twelfth street 
Metzerott’s Music Hall, now in course of con- 
struction, was demolished. About 12:30 the 
ume ironworkers who were at work on the 
bullamg returned from lunch, and made 
their way to the scaffolding running around 
the top of the walls eighty feet above the 
ground. Hardly had they reached the plat- 
form when the storm burst overthem. They 
sheltered themselves fora few minutes, but 
the storm continuing they determined to 
leave the building and started down the frail 
ladder hanging beneath them. 

As the last man stepped on the ladder com- 
ing down the east wall, a section of the south 
wall fell in toward the north. The men hung 
tremblingly on the ladder as the large mass 
of bricks and iron swung past them. The 
section of the south wall that remained 
standing was next the east wall, and this 
alone saved the men on the ladder. The 
north wali was struck by the one falling, and 
it im turn struck the rear of the adjoining 
houses on F street, crashing through the 
lower story of the building 1112, and crushing 
beneath the ruins George White, Ada White, 
his daughter, and Clara Greenberg. Shortly 
after the wall fronting on Twelfth street fell 
in. The men in the voullding, however, all 
escaped. 

Rescuing parties brought all these named 
without loss of life, except Georges White, 
who was dead whem the body was re- 
covered. 

Metzerott’s Music Hall was to bave been 
one of the most beautiful buildings in the 
city and to cost $80,000.. 

A section of stone balustrade around the 
root ot the White House was blown down 
during the storm and crushed through the 
roof of the portico at the eastern entrance of 
the basement, Dut did no material damage. 

Reports received here from Pittsburz, 
Williamsport, Uarrisburg, Altoona and 
other towns in Pennsylvania and from Balti- 
more, northward along the New Jersey coast 
to New York show considerable damage was 
done. So it will be seen the storm was gen- 
eral in Pennsylvania, Maryland and New 
Jersey, and extended along a great strip of 
the Atlantic coast, showing damage in New 
York ana Virginia. The prostration of tele- 
graph wires is almost unprecedented in the 
history of storms. The wire connection be- 
tween Eastern and Western points is almost 
completely severed. It is difficult to keep up 
communication with Cincinnati, the relaying 
effice between Washington and st. Louis.

Commodore Farquher’s Annual Report 
Washington News. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., NOV. 23.—Commodore 
Farquhar, Chief of the Naval Bureau of Har- 
bor and Docks, in his aunual report to the 
Secretary of the Navy says that the appro- 
priation for the maintenance, repairs and 
preservation have been so limited for many 
years past, that it has not been possible to 
provide for necessary repairs or to arrest the 
deterioration due to time and negiect. Un- 
less speedy relief is gives many public build- 
ings, harbors and docks Will be past repair. 


Commandants of various navy yards 
and Stations have asked for 
$461,392 under maintenance and for 


$517,711 under repairs and preservation, to 
maintain the naval establishments under 
their command. The bureau has reduced 
this to a total of $100,000 and hopes with this 
amount in another ear to have everything 
in creditable condition. It recommended 
that dry docks of sufficient capacity to admit 
the largest battle ships be constructed at 
New York, Philadelphia and Norfolk without 
delay. The new navy demands of this bu- 
reau additional wharf room, more dry docks, 
better facilities for taking coalon board and 
appliances for handling heavy armor and 
guns. Contracts have been entered into for 
immense traveling cranes at New York and 
Norfolk. It also recommends that provis- 
lon be made for lighting the different yards 
by electricity at the rate of one a year. 
A number of civil engineers constituting the 
corps of that name is regarded as insuf- 
ficient to perform the Cuties of designing, 
constructing and maintaining the many im- 
portant engineering and architectural works 
under the charge of the bureau, and it is 
recommended that the corps be increased to 
twenty. The bureau recommeuds the con- 
demnation and sale of iron sectional dry 
docks at Pensacola navy yard. It also 
recommends the acquirement of property on 
the opposite shore of the Norfolk navy yard 
and adjoining the ordmance yard of st. 
Helena. Theentire amount asked for by the 
bureau for the next fiscal year Is $3,629,976, of 
which improvements and the increase of the 
navy call for $2,329,776,

Russia's Prime Minister Eutertained by 
the German Emperor. 


FRANCE WATCHES THE AFFAIR WITH A 
JEALOUS EYE. 


The Only Talk Indulged in Was the High- 
Sounding Nothings of Diplomacy—The 
English Tory Keeping Matters Warm— 
Trial of the Archbishop of Aixz—Gen- 
eral Foreign. 


BERLIN, Nov. A.- M. de Giers, the Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, had a confer- 
ence with the E mperor William this morning 
and was afterwards entertained at breakfast 
by Chancellor von Caprivi. The Russian pa- 
pers, in commenting on M. de Giers’ visit to 
Berlin, have adopted a conciliatory tone and 
state that it is hoped the visit of the Russian 
Foreign Minister will dispel the illusion gen- 
erally held by Germans of the alleged 
antipathy of Russians towards Germany. 

The comments of the Russian press do not 
consist with those made bythe Paris jour- 
nals. Asis already cabled, M. de Giers came 
to Berlin from Paris, where he was in con- 
sultation with M. Ribot and President Car- 
not. The Paris papers, or some of them at 
least, boldly state that. Russia and France 
have come to a complete verbal entente in 
regard to the alliance between the two 
nations. 

This understanding the Pa declares was 
arranged during the recent visits of the Rus- 
sian Grand Duke to President Carnot. 

In addition, the paper saysthat there are 
only two points of the alliance which yet re- 
main to be defined, and that theses will be 
settled at a conference to be held by Presi- 
dent Carnot, M. de Giers, M. de Freycinet, 
President of the French Counciland Minister 
of War,and M. Ribot, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. 

The newspaper comments andthe evident 
anxiety of the French people over the fact 
that M. de Giers has been entertained at the 
table of the German Emperor, cause some 
amusement in Berlin despite the Known 
gravity of the affair which has brought the 
Czar’s Premier to the German capital.

Death of Lord Lytton—His Life’s Work 
Mortuary Matters.

WashiInotor, D. C., Nov. %.—Bynum of 
Indiana yesterday came outin a card with- 
Grawing from the Speakership. He says he 
does not know how the Indiana delegation 
will vote, but says he will vote for Mills and 
urges all other Democrats to do so, because 
Millis represents tariff reform more promi- 
nently than any other Congressman. In his 
card Mr. Bynum says: I never pressed my 
candidacy and consented to only the use of 
my name until it became evident that the 
contest was uarrowed down between Mills and 
Crisp. Whom will the delegation now support? 
In Indiana there ig no boss rule. Every rep- 
resentative voter speaks for himself and you 
will have to see representatives to ascertain 
their preferences.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 24.—Minneapolis 
was the favorite from the start and has been 
chosen as the location forthe next National 
Republican Convention and June 7 fixed as 
the date. Much wire pulling was induiged in 
py the various delegations and the Twin 
Cities were not behind in the good work. 
san Francisco was looked u as a probabil- 
ity, whereas the Claims of Minneapolis was 
met with good - natured banter. 
Much oratory Of the spread eagle variety 
was indulged inand several really eloquent 
efforts were made. Mr. McKinley, in the 
course of his presentation of Cincinnati’s 
claims, made the following reference to the 


South: . 

Was it not worth while, Mr. McKinley 
asked, to try to carry gome of the Republican 
States of the South? West Virginia was just 
as good a Republican State to-day as Ohio, 
and if the Republican party did half the work 
in West Virginia and in Tennessee that it did 
in Ohio and New York, both those States 
would give their electoral vote for 
a Republican candidate. Let the com- 
mittee put the convention in Oincinnati 
and those Southern States would be put in 
touch with it. Southern Republicans would 
be encouraged, They would come to Cincin- 
nati and take in some ofthe inspiration that 
would be found at that great national con- 
vention wherever it was to be held. On the 
questions of protective tariff and an honest 
dollar, the Republican party stood united, 
but it stood justas united on the question of 
insisting that every citizen of the country 
should have a right to vote anda right to 
bave his vote counted. That was one of the 
great cardinal principles of the Republican 
party that should never be forgotten, and no 
Republican speech should ever be made in 
any partofthe Union that did not insist on 
the recognition of that constitutional right 
of suffrage in every section or corner of the 
land.

A SOLEMN AND IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY 
IN SOUTH sr. LOUIS TO-DAY. 


A Young and Accomplished Lady Takes 
Vows Which Forever Shut Her Off 
From the World and Condemn Her to 
a Life of the Greatest Self Abnegation 
—Jubilee News. 


At 3 o’clock this afternoon Miss Mary Lo- 
retto Gorman, the young and beautiful 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Gorman of 
Baden was received into the austere Order of 
the Carmelites at the convent of the order on 
Victor street and Second Carondelet ave- 
nue. Miss Gorman is one of the young- 
est women who has ever been received 
into the order. She is not yet in her soth 
year, and her resolve to enter on the life of 
rigid austerity and self-denial demanded by 
the rules of the order is very remarkable. 
She is very firm in her purpose, however, and 
after her year of novitiate is more anxious 
than ever to make a complete surrender of 


her life to God. 

The rule of the Carmelite Order exacts 
of its members one continued round 
of self-denial. A perpetual fast is observed, 
meat being allowed only twice a year. The 
nunsare attired in coarse woolen gowns, wear 
sandals instead of shoes and sleep on pallets 
of straw. In addition, a biack vell is worn 
over the face, which forever hides their 
features from the world. 

The ceremony of reception was performed 
by Vicar-General Brady, assisted by a large 
number of the city clergy. The services were 
very simple, but wonderfully impressive. 
The family and a large number of the school 
friends of the young postulant were in the 
chapel. The choir of nuns chanted the 
anthem, Come, Spouse of Christ,’’ 
while the novice, arrayed in bridal 
robes, was escorted to the railing 
by two sisters with velled features. In an- 
swer to the question of the Vicar she asserted 
her determination to become the spouse of 
Christ and forever denounce the world. She 
was then led tothe foot of the altar and 
after prostrating herself was covered with a 
black pall, to signify her death in life, her 
complete burial from the world within the 
convent walls. The novice was then led out 
and disroded of her bridai dress and arrayed 
in the black garments of the sister- 
hood. The vell was blessed 
and placed over her features 
and the new member embraced the com- 
munity. At the conclusion of the service 
Rev. D. P. Phelan delivered an eloquent dis- 
course onthe spirit of dedication, which 
moves young people to devote themselves to 
the service of .

of the pupils, and also the teacher, An in- 
vestigation proves that the teacher and ar- 
teen of his pupils are in a critical condition, 
while twoof them are dead. The school is 
located in the country and a few weeks ago 
the Township Trustees caused a well to be 
driven on the premises, from which the 
school obtained its supply of water. For 
the past three weeks the teacher, Jo- 
seph Goar, has noticed the attendance 
growing gradually less, all- caused —4 
sickness. One week ago he himself was 
taken {ll and compelled to close the school. 
It was found upon investigation that all the 
pupils who had regularly drank of the water 
from the well were sick, while a few pupils 
who Hved near the schoolhouse and went 
home for meals were not affected. The 
symptoms developed are similar to those of 
typhoid fever. Thursday, a cha of Robert 
Dillen that had been afflicted for several days 
w rapidly worse and died Friday. Satur- 
day, another one of the pupils, a 10-year-old 
laughter of John Burgett, became suddenly 
worse and died Sunday. Investigation shows 
that fifteen other puplis and the 
eacher are decidedly worse and several more 
feaths are expected by the doctors. The 
joctors say it is a clear case of water poison- 
ng. An incomplete analysis of the water 
as made to-day which confirms their theory. 
hey say that the water possesses some 
ne chemical property which in its 
action an the water pipes generates the 
poison. Samples of the water have been 
secured and will be subjected toa critical 
analysis im order to unravel the deadly 
mystery. Later information is to the effect 
hat the teacher is growing rapidly worse. 
What makes the case more dangerous is the 
apparent fact that those who have drank the 
water are afflicted with blood poisoning.

THE QUEEN'S SECRETARY. 


SIR HENRY PONSONEY, VICTORIA’S AD- 
. VISER AND CHIEF RELIANCE. 


A Sketch of the Man Who Dispenses All 
the Queen's Charities and Acts As 
Mediator in the Royal Family’s D 
putes—A Rare Old Man. 


Lorpon, Nov. 18.—A good private secretary 
has been defined as one who Is ‘‘never in the 
way but yet never out of the way,’’ and such 
men are few and far between. To fill proper- 

‘ly the post of private secretary, even to a 
private person, requires a great deal of tact 
and patience, coupled witha rare facalty of 
self-effacement. It can be imagined, then, 
how difficult it is to find a man who knows 
how to discharge the multifarious and im- 
portant duties of confidential medium be- 
tween a great soverign and the world at 
large, without ever asserting his own person- 
ality at all. The queen of England, however, 
has a knack of choosing efficient as well as 
faithful servants, and she has for her private 
secretary a man who seems to have been 


made for the position. The truth is he has 
had atraining forit such as very few men 
could get. is predecessor, Sir Theodore 
Martin, who was the first private secretary 
the Queen had, never raised the office to half 
its present importance. He was too much of 
a clerk and too much of-acourtier, and the 

_public always regarded him asa sort of a 
“superior flunkey or personal attendant of the 
Queen, not differing very much in status from 
the late lamented John Brown. It was not 
considered much of an honor to receivea 
communication from the Queen through him, 
because he had a way of making it appear to 
have come from himself, oratall events 
from the Queen on his suggestion; and he ha 
not enough of social rank on his own account 
to make that pleasant. 

Sir Henry Ponsonby is very different. He 
is of noble blood on both sides, being a granda- 
son of the Earl of Bessborough and of Lord 
Bathurst, and connected in various ways 
with half the great families of England. 
Then he is a distinguished soldier, a guards- 

man,a Crimean hero and Lieutenant-General 

inthearmy. Atonetime he commanded a 

battalion of the Grenadiers and acquitted 

himself well indeed. This capt A service in 

the corps d' elite gives him a peculiar kind of 
prestige which no civilian could acquire. 
Yet his chief experience has been in connec- 
tion with courts. He entered the army when 
only 17 and, when little more than a boy, was 
appointed aide-de-camp to the Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, who, in those days, was 
more like a monarch than an official. 

At the age of 24, he became private secre- 
tary to Lord Clarendon, one of the most dis- 
tinguished of Irish Viceroys, and he did so 
well that he Kept his position under Lord St. 
Germaine and Lord Carlisle. He only left 
Dublin Castle, in fact, to join his regiment 
before Sebastopol. On his return from the 
war, bis abilities were recognized by his be- 
ing appointed equerry to the Prince Consort ; 
not avery agreeable or dignified post, but 
one which wasa sure stepping-stone to the 
favor of the Queen, who has never once 
overlooked good service rendered to 
her husband. On the Prince’s 
death, Col, Ponsonby, as he then 
was, turned soldier again, and went 
to Canada with the guards, but on the death 
of Sir Theodore Martin in 1870, the Queen 
sent for him and offered him the private sec- 
retaryship. He was then 45,six years younger 
than the Queen, and a very handsome and 
attractive man. Court gossips would prob- 
ably have had a good deal to say about the 
appointment, had not all wagging tongues 
been silenced by his marrying one of the 
prettiest and nicest of the Queen’s maids of 
honor. Fromthat time until now, twenty- 
one years, he has been her right-hand man 
and one of the best known, though least seen, 
men in her domains. 

In former times, the keeperofher maj- 
esty’s privy purse, a court official with very 
responsible and delicate functions, had al 
ways held a distinct and separate office; but 
on the death of Sir Thomas Biddulph in 1878, 
the Queen conferred iton her private secre- 
tary, an arrangement which, whilst it 
doubled his work, raised himtoa very in- 
fluential position. It gave him, in fact, the 
control of all the inner business of the court, 
and at the same time brought him into daily 
communication with the public in a very 
satisfactory way. Not only ishethe pay- 
master of all those officials, male and female, 
whoare not on the regular pay sheets of the 
nation, but he is also the sole channel of the 
Queen’s benefactions, which amount to an 
immense sum in the year. You can hardly 
pick upa newspaper in England without 
dropping on some such paragraph as this: 

The Queen has forwarded, through Gen. Sir H. F. 
Ponsonby, her annual subscription of £50 to the 
Army and Navy Pensioners’ Employment Society, 
of which Her Majesty is patron. 

In addition to these regular subscriptions, 
there are innumerable miscellaneous gifts 
made in the same way. Ifa married woman 
in any part of the empire gives birth to trip- 
lets or any larger number of children all at 
once, and the fact is duly certified, the 
mother receives by first maila letter from 
Sir. Henry Ponsonby enclosing a golden 
sovereign for each child withthe Queen’s 
good wishes for her new subjects. If an ex- 
plosion takes place in a mine in the north 
of England, and a lot of men 
are killed, the next morning arrives 
a telegram or letter from Sir Henry 
Ponsonby, conveying the Queen's con- 
dolences to the widows and orphans and £100 
toward a fund for their relief. There isa 
ludicrous story told about a poor woman 
whose husband had lost his life at a fire under 
circumstances of special heroism, The news 
had not been sent very clearly to the man’s 
home, and there was some doubt there as to 
the fact of his death. The neighbors were all 
1 round the widow making inquiries, 
when a letter arrived bearing the royal arms. 
The woman tore it open, glanced at its con- 
tents and exclaimed: ‘‘Oh, yes, poor Jim, 
poor Jim! It must be true, because Sir 

Enry Ponsingby’s wrote to say ’Er Majusty 
congratulates me and sends me five pound!’’ 

e meant condoles with me, but she was 
oo agitated to read the words, though she 
understood them well 3 

If these instances are multiplied by many 
hundreds, of infinite variety, some idea may 
be gained of the ed in which Sir Henry Pon- 
sonby is known tothe people as the distrib- 
utor of the Queen’s bounty. 

A serious part of his duty, indeed, consists 
of ascertaining whether these aypeals to the 
Queen’s sympathy are genuine, and prevent- 
ing her from being imposed upon. She al- 
ways acts on the maxim ‘‘Bis dat qui cito 
dat,“ and in humberless cases Sir Henry’s 
Kindly-worded letter, with the small sum of 
ready money inclosed, is the earliest allevia- 
tion of sorrow, the first balm to a bieeding 
heart. But. for that very réason it 
is all the more necessary for him to 
be prompt and searching in his in- 
guiries. The Queen has set a wise and truly 
humane example in positively refusing to 
give anything to promiscuous @narity which 
simiply means encouraging fraud and bring- 
ing discredit on real benevolence, and the 
Keeper of the privy purse shows his abiiity 
guite as much n what is refused or ignored 
asin what is granted. When the riots oc- 
curred in the west end of Londun, seme 
— 5 ago, and numbers of foolish people 
lastened to subscribe great sums for the so- 
called ‘‘unemployed,’’ the Queen would not 
give a shilling. Sir Henry Ponsonby made 

careful inquiries, with the result that the 
usual letter and enclosure never ap 
pee. The radical apers howled and 

lustered, but the Queen does not care a straw 
for that sort of unpopularity. Attacks were 
made on the royal family and the court om. 
clals, but it all made no difference, Her 
majesty’s royal purse remained tightly 
clasped, and all the rich peopie taking their 
cue from her, the ‘‘unemployed fund wasa 
failure, tothe great satisfaction of every one 
who had sense enough to see that it was only 
a premium on violence and pauperism 

n all such matters as these, 
Ponsonby is the Queen's direct and only ada: 
viser. Hehasto get his information how 
and where he can, but he must get it some. 
how, without any delay, and be ready to ad- 
vise decisively, yes or no, and to give a rea 
son for his advice. The Queen has a tem per 
of her own and Is very stiff in her opinions 
and sometimes Sir Henry’s views on money 
matters do not please her at all. she would 

give where he would withhold, and she 
would withhold where he would give. But he 
never gives in; and she is sensible enough to 
see that he is much more likely to know what 
is right than she is. The very few mistakes 
she has made in her benevolence have been

A 
succession of wet seasons, accom led by a 
formidable outbreak of disease d caused 
eS havoc among the flocks in Great 
ritain, and the papers were full of fore - 
bodings of a serious falling off in the number 
of sheep in the kingdom, which are an im- 
portant source of national wealth. Upon 
this, tothe bewilderment of everybody, the 
Queen issued an order that the eating of jamb 
was forbidden throughout all the royal es-

bers. The panicamongthe farmers can be 
imagined. Every paper was crowded with 
their complaints, showing that the sale of 
the lambs was the most profitable part of 
their business,and if they could not sell them 
they would have to cut their throats in any 
case, because there was not pasture enough 
as it was forthe sheepthey had. In short, 
it was made abundantly clear that the eating 
of lamb had nothing todo with the diminu- 
tion of the flocks, and that what the Queen 
meant for a kindness was really the most 
ruinous injury she could inflict on the farm- 
ers. The royal edict was instantly rescinded, 
but it was a long time before the excitement 
and ridicule it caused died away. For this 
act of egregious folly the Queen was indebted 
to the advice of a lady at court who at that 
time had far too much influence over her. If 
she had followed her regular practice and 
employed her ver- 2 to make in- 
quiries, though he might not have known a 
lamb from a hog himself, he would have got 
her the best information from practical sheep 
farmers and salesmen within a few hours. 
The post of Private Secretary to the Queen 
is, after all, little better than gilded 
slavery. 

It is no secret that the members ofthe 
royal family, male and female, young and 
old, British and foreign, do not always get 
on very well together. There are jealousies 
and dislikes and unpleasantnesses of many 


kinds, sometimes quite dramatic in 
their character, inciuding love affairs, 
money matters, court intrigues 
and even undeniable scandals. It is 


Sir Henry Ponsonby’s duty to know all 
about these, to acquaint the Queen with 
them accordingto his discretion, and him- 
self to act on behalf of the Queen in number- 
less instances, as mediator, peacemaker or 
censor. Many a time, therefore, when he has 
had a hard day’s work and a hurried dinner, 
and would gladly spenda quiet evening with 
his children or at his club, he is summoned to 
the Queen’s private apartments to receive 
instructions about some domestic mission, 
which keeps him busy in the most unpleasant 
ag - | till midnight. 

The truth is, he has become a sort of indis- 
pensable, what the Germans call a ‘‘provi- 
denz,’’ in the royal circle, and has shown so 
much tact and good feeling and unvarying 
honesty of purpose that the most conflicting 
royalties look on him as their guide, philoso- 
pher and friend, well knowing that what- 
ever he says is pretty sure to be approved 
sooner or later by the Queen. 

Sir Henry Ponsonby is a small, well pre- 
served, military looking man of 66, always 
dressed with exquisite taste, though with a 
good deal of style,and possessed of such 
polished manners and such a suave and dig- 
nified bearing that nobody can help being 
strongly attracted to him. Like all the per 
sons most closely attached to the Queen, he 
is poorly paid for the work he does. He re- 
ceives altogether about $10,000a year, with 
a house rent free at St. James’ palace, 
and, of course, free quarters wherever the 
Queen is. But he has a considerable in- 
come of his own and his wife has means; 
and their position at court has advantages 
altogether apart from pecuniary ones. They 
are inthe very inner circles of the best so- 
ciety without any of the burdens of grandeur 
and their children have excellent prospects 
in life open before them. Their eldest 
daughter, Alberta Victoria, the Queen’s god- 
child, Made a brilliant marriage quite re- 
cently, and the presents that poured in from 
all quarters, even from several European 
sovereigns, were almost equal in splendor to 
those at a royal wedding. The Queen herself 
made a special journey to London to attend 
the ceremony—a thing she has seldom ever 
done—and the first name witnessing the mar- 
riage of the Private Secretary’s daughter in 
the register of the Guards’ Chapel is the 
bold, stiff signature of Victoria R. & 1. 


TO IMPROVE THE RIVER. 


Important Meeting in the Merchants’ Ex- 
change This Afternoon. 


The joint meeting of representatives of 
various commercial organizations and 
officials, forthe purpose of considering the 
question of urging upon the National Govern- 
ment the immediate and continued improve- 


ment of the Mississippi River to the Gulf, 
convened inthe reading-room of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange at 2 o’ clock 
this afternoon. The principal object 
of the meeting was the appointment ofan 
agent or representative of the allied interests 
who shall proceed to Washington and assist 
the members of Congress and others in their 
work of securing an ample appropriation. 
The meeting was attended by President Bern- 


heimer, of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
numerous members or the Exchange 

representatives of the Commercial 
Club, of the Traffic Commission, 


prominent steamboat and forwarding men; 
M.J. Murphy, Street Commissioner; Daniel 
Able, Harbor Commissioner; (apt. Ek. W. 
Gould, D. F. Slattery, E. O. Stanard, Jas, 
Campell, Michael McEnnis and others. Geo. 
H. Morgan, Secretary of the Exchange, kept 
a minute of the proceedings. 
The general idea of the gentlemen 
present appears to be that the committee 
should refrain from advocating any partic- 
ular plan of operation. It is conceded that 
the Kiver Commission and the Government 
engineers in charge of the river improve- 
ments are perfectly competent to deal with 
the engineering features presented. All that 
the St. Louis committee propose to 
busy themselves with is the se- 
curing of ample and continuous ap- 
propriations. Some regret was expressed 
at the refusal of the Mayor to co-operate. 
President Bernheimer, in the course of a 
brief address, stated that the Merchants’ 
Exchange hadever been the fried of river 
improvements, maintaining at all times a 
committee of representative members 
known as the Mississippi River Committee 
of the Merchants’ Exchange. He insisted 
that the Merchants’ Kxchange has always 
been the conservator of the commercial in- 
terests of the city and had never neglected an 
opportunity to urge upon the general gov- 
erhment the improvement of Western water- 
Ways, especially the Mississippi River, and 
more particularly that section of the river 
between the mouth ofthe Illinois River and 
the Ohio. He referred to the first convention 
held at Dubuque in 1866, as being instigated by 
the Merchants’ Exchange of this city, while 
the great convention of 1867 was held under a 
call ot the St. Louls Exchange.

such they really are, in Annam. Collisions 
between the English and French in the Indo- 
Chinese peninsula were, therefore, very un- 


likely. But the annexation of Upper 
Burma has brought the Eastern 
frontier of our Burmese territory 


considerably nearer the western frontier 
of the French possession, which has procured 
for M. Jules Ferry the epithet, meant to be 
opprobious, of Le Tonquinous,’’ and which 
used to be Known chiefly as producing a bean 
much prized by a certain class of snuff- 
takers. Between these two frontiers, 
French and English, lie districts in which is 
a numerous mixed population of Burmese, 
Chinese and Malays, a British protectorate 
over whom is recognized by the King 
of Siam, whose future is not yet fixed. 
Further north are the British Shan States, 
an annex as it were of the new British 
province of Upper Burma. Now through the 
territories just mentioned runs southward, 
and then throughthe whole depth of the 
peninsula, the River Mekong. Fastward of 
the Mekong Valley, and between it and 
French Annam, is a range of mountains 
which have been hitherto regarded as the 
western limit of the French possessions. But 
the French, it appears, have revived an an- 
tiquated and obsolete claim set up by the old 
Kingdom of Cambodia (to which their pos- 
sessions in the Indo-Chinese peninsula once 
belonged). They are said tobe rapidly ad- 
vancing westward toward the Shan States in 
the north and the British protected districts 
in the south, so as to bring their 
new frontier within dangerous proximity to 
the English. The French wish to make the 
Mekong their western boundry. The English 
dread their encroachment and a protectorate 
of the whole country is one of the events 
which may be looked for in the near future. 


A ROYAL HAIR CUTTING IN SIAM. 
Siamese children have their hair cut only 
once, and this important ceremony takes 
place at the age of 14. Up to that time youths 
of both sexes have their heads closely shaven 
with the exception of a small topknot, the 
cutting of which in‘icates that the child has 
attained his majority and is no longer in 
statu pupillari. 


The tonsure of the Crown Prince of Siam 
took place on the 22d of January of this year, 
and the event was celebrated with a degree 
of splendor and eclat hitherto unequalled in 
the history of the country. Siam, from its 
warm and sunny cilmate and the character 
of its people, is particularly well adapted for 


pageantry and pantomimic displays. The 
Siamese are passionately fond of sparkling 
jewelry, brilliant colors and pan- 
oramic processions, and throw them. 
selves into the work of organizing 
these demonstrations with a zeal and earn- 
estness which plodding Europeans and 


Americans reserve for dull business alone. 
An ever-changing variety of procession and 
triumphal marches was kept up for seven 
days, and when to these were added the 
glamour of purely Oriental surroundings,

Rival Contractors. 


ME. MACKLIN DECIDES NOT TO PROS- 
ECUTE THE CITY. 


Thomas K. Skinker Will Lay Track on 
a Boulevard and Will Build a Road 
From Clayton to Forest Park by June— 
Supt. Lohrum’s Reprimand-—Five Bills 
Ready. 


Granite Contractor John B. O’Meara, 
Major ofthe Second Regiment of Missouri 
National Guards and candidate for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the State, sauntered around 
in the Mayor’s office to-day, waiting im- 
patiently for His Honor. While he stood 
there he talked of Contractor William 
Wiemann’s victory over him. I don’t care 
who knows it, said he, I'm camping 
right on Wiemann’strail and I’m going to 
see that he does his work. I’m not going to 
let any bob-tailed contractor coming in 
here, taking work away from me 
by bidding less than he can 
do the work for, and then coming the baby 
act and saying: Please, sir, let me off?“ He 
don’t know what a job he’s taking in getting 
that Ninth District at $3.98 a square for the 
macadam. Why, I wouldn't take it myself 
for $ a square, and I've a big quarry while 
his is only a little one. The district used to be 
easily handled when only about one thous- 
and five hundred squares were required, but 
it now takes about five thousand squares, and 
the contractor has to come right up with his 
rock for the streets. Those people out there 
in the Twenty-eighth Ward know their rights 
and are determined to have them. They 
keep the contractor right up to the scratch 
all the time. They belong to that aristo- 
cratic, puritanical class—I don’t mean any 
disrespect by that—but they are clever and 
can follow city affairs. If the contractor falls 
behind they come up tothe City Hall and 
just raise. with him until he is forced to 
do what he agreed to do. Why, the idea of 
that fellow Wiemann undertaking to carry 
out that contract is absurd, but I’m going to 
follow him right upand see that he gets no 
favors. I’velost money in that district, and 
I’ve lost money on contracts at the Chain of 
Rocks, but I’ve always stood right up to the 
rack and taken my fodder, and he’ll have to 
do the same thing now.’’ 

Wiemann says the other contractors 

revented him from getting macadam when 
1e had the contract before. 

„Well. I wouldn’t let him have any, and 
some others wouldn’t. It isn’t to our interest 
to invite irresponsible competition to come 
in and underbid us, is it? But there is no 
granite combine in St. Louis now. There 
used to be, but we dissolved it when the 
State law went into effect.’’ 

Why is Perkinson backing Wiemann?“ 
Because I did him up on several contracts 
in North St. Louis. He just wants to get 
even. 

Wil this üght hurt you when St. Louis 
— its delegation to the State Conven- 
tion?’’ 
Not a particle, not a bit, said Maj. 
O’Meara, with face lighting up, and a silent 
snap of his fingers over his head. ‘*He can’t 
hurt me that much. Why, we laid him out in 
his own ward, the Eighteenth, when he was 
fighting Noonan. We walked right over him. 
He wouldn't be in it in a hot campaign.

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ELECTRIC LINE TERMINUS 


Deal—Improvements Proposed nnd 
Other Details. 


The information was given out from an p- 
parently authoritative source this morning 
that the associated book-makers of st. Louis 
had secured a tract of ground in East (it. 
Louis suitable for a race course and that 
preparations to inaugurate racing and gen- 
eral pool-selling in that city would 6 


carried forward from now on with 
all the promptness possible. The 
story, told as coming from one of 


the principals in the deal, was quite definite 
as to detail. It stated thatthe property se- 
cured was a tract of fifty acres situated at 


the further terminus of the East st. Louis 
electric street railway line, that negotiations 
had been under way for about ten days past, 
the owners ofthe property being the Wig- 


gins Ferry Co., of which Mr. John Scullin, 
President of the East st. Louis electric ran - 
way line, is at the head, and that a five- 
years’ lease of the property wassecured last 
Friday or Saturday. 

The names of the leading bookmakers in- 
terested in the deal were given as follows: 
John F. Donovan, Alex Ullman and Fred 
Burgdorfer, with the other members of the 
bookmakers’ ‘‘combine’’ also in the project, 
but not to such an extent financially as the 
three named. The fact that such a move was 
under way was stated last week by the Post- 
DISPATCH, and it is apparent that no time 
has been lost in bringing the scheme 
toaclose which promises a continuance of 
pooi-selling to the firms driven out of bust 
ness in St. Louis by the Missouri anti-pool- 
selling law. It is said that the tract of fifty 
acres was well suited for race- course pur- 
poses and that the bookmakers proposed to 
expend about $25,000in a grand-stand and 
other improvements. The proposed incor- 
poration of arace-track association under 
the Illinois laws was also, it was stated, 
being pushed, but nothing definite had yet 
been done tn that direction. The fact that Alex 
Uliman already owns the franchise for such 
an association in East st. Louis was stated, 
and it was also said that Ulman’s charter 
would be used by the new organization. 
Under the laws of Illinots, as they now stand, 
pool-selling on races throughout the entire 
country is allowed, and the bookmakers are 
preparing for resuming,in East st. Louis, 
the same general business that was done in 
Pool-alley, with a resumption of the tele- 
graphic race reports from all the tracks.

Coquelin has become a typical figure in 
Paris. Even the gamins know him and every 
one who has any social connections must 
meet him somewhere, as he is a member of 
halfa dozen clubs anda frequent visitor at 
the leading restaurants and cafes, where he 
can often be seen sitting behind a glass of 
absinthe. Onecan meet him promenading 
on the boulevard or standing at the stage 
door of the House of Moliere on the Rue 
Honore,’’ shortly before the performance, 
watching the people who pour in, to admire 
him on the stage half an hour later. He is 
overheaped with invitations and needs a pri- 
vate secretary to answer them and keep him 


posted, 
He is often engaged for afternoon or 


evening recitations, which must bring him 
apretty income besides his 70,000 francs 
which he receives as societaire, as his usual 
price is 500 francs for a recitation, Many 
young authors have to thank these recita- 
tions for their first recognition by the public. 

His private residence isa small, but com- 
fortable and luxuriously furnished mansion, 
situated on one of the handsome, drowsy 
avenues that can bé met with in the suburbs 


of Paris. 

His green room, on the second floor of the 
theater, makes an impression of everything 
else but the purpose it serves. It isa large 
apartment, with high, wide windows, com- 
mandinga view of Paris. The walls are 
hung with ancient tapestry and the furniture 
is carved oak. It is crowded with all sorts of 
things, furs and Turkish carpets, bookcases, 
statũes and pictures of famous masters like 
Regnault, Vibert, Madrazo. However, his 
green room contains but a few of his large 
collection of pictures, continually increas- 
ing, always selected with rare taste. Sar- 
cey, the critic, has already prophesied the 
day when Parisians will. speak of the 
‘*‘Coquelin gallery. 

He is a friend and patronof all arts, he is 
often seen at auction and a regular visitor of 
studios and art exhibitions. Ile is ona good 
footing with the majority of young painters 
and musicians of the new school, and often 
entertains alarge number of them at a bach- 
elor’s dinner, and his ‘‘cuisine’’ has the rep- 
utation of being excellent, for he is a strong 
eater and a connolsseur of good, rare wines, 
but only a moderate smoker. 

He likes the city of Paris bestand traveis 
but little, except professionally, 

He likes comfort and never leels better than 
when reclining ona fauteuil with a book in 
hand, or listening to the music of Massenet, 
or when he can be the center of a living con- 
versation when jokes are fiying and the con- 
versation is full of brilliancy. And his face 
beams with joy when he finds somebody to 
outdo him in frolicsome humor. 

As social and frivolous as he can be on 
these occasions—his afternoon reception on 
Friday being one of the most popular in Paris 
—he is very serious at work. 

Whenever he studies anew part he locks 
himself up in his studio and nobody, not even 
his best friends, is admitted. He carefully 
reads the whole play several times to make 
himself familiar withthe plot and the rela- 
tion of his plot tothe others, Then he mem- 
orizes it while driving or taking a walk in the 
park, and is letter perfect before a rehearsal 
takes place. After this is accomplished he 
begins to imagine howethe character ne has 
to impersonate would move in the different 
situations and what gestures, poses and 
facial expressions he would make. And alter

mind, he simply tries to imitate it. How con- 
scientious heis will be appreciated by the 
fact that he willstand before a mirror and

At the re- 
hearsals he considers once more all the de- 
talls of his part and makes the corrections he 
deems necessary. 

Evenona 
first night he sits quietiyin the green-room 
and reads La Republique Francaise when he 1s 
unemployed. Coguelin has always had a 
weakness for politics and he studies a book 
on statesmanship with equal interest toan 
art catalogue. 

In former times he was, with M. Caze,a 
regular Sunday guest at Gambctta’s, whom 
he entertained with his never-ceasing humor 
and asparkiing display of well- related stage 
anecdotes. 

An editorial once announced that he had 
the intention of leaving the stage and mak- 
ing use of the first opportunity to play the 
part of a candidate for the Chamberof Dep- 
utiles. It concluded: It is certain that M. 
Coquelln will have many competitors, as 
politics are just now overcrowded with 
comedians!’’ 

Coquelin isa native of Boulogne-sur- Mer, 
where be was born in i84las the son of a 
baker, and — his boyhood and early 
youth often helped to knead the dough and 
carry the fresh bread in the morning to his 
father’s customers. 

When Rachel, in one of her starring tours, 
appeared as Adrienne Lecuouvreur in the little 
town he became stagestruck. He somehow 
succeeded in gaining an introduction to Reg- 
nier of the Paris Conservatory. 

Oh, no, the boy is too ugly!’’ said Mlle. 
Brohan, who was one of the judges on the 
examination day. Look at his ‘nez a la trom- 
pette,’ ’’

Cheese-Making. 


From Harper’s Young People. 
The first stage inthe making of cheese is 
that by which the curd is separated from the 
whey. This is done by heating the milk to a 
given temperature, varying according to the 
season, and ofterwards adding a certain pro- 
portion of rennet. When the cheese is to be 
colored, the dyeing matteris put in before 
the rennet. In less than half an hour after 
the heat has been applied the coagulation 
has so far progressed that the curd, from 
hap sary the whey has been drawn, is ready to 

e cut. 

Almost the only instrument used in the 
making of cheese ig the curd-knife, a curlous- 
looking arrangement something like a double 
comb with long teeth, as may be seen in the 
illustration. The immature cheese is both 
cut and stirred with this, the curd being sep- 
arated into small bits, none of them being 
larger than an ordinary walnut. The stirring 
and heating must go on until the curd has 
reached a proper stage of what is called di- 
gestion.’’ It is then torn into narrow strips 
like riobons, for the curd by this time is as 
firm in fibre as the breast of a roasted chicken, 
and indeed looks like it. These strips are 
then fed into the salting-mill, where they are 
thoroughly mixed with salt and made ready 
for the cheese-press. Enormous pressure is 
applied in this cheese - press in order that ail 
the whey that by any possibility remains may 
be squeezed out. 

From the press the cheese is taken to the 
drying-room, a large, airy chamber, where 
it is left for days, months, or even years, ac- 
cording to the quality desired. It is fre- 
quently turned, ana much care is expended 
onit. All cheese must go through the same 
stages, the aifferent varieties being made by 
certain combinations of cream, fresh and 
skimmed milk.

Admiral 8. B. Luce Says the End of War 
Will Never Come. 
From the North American Review. 


It is the popular and vei 
say tnat the progressive spirit of the age is 
leaving the barbarism of war behind, and 
that as civilization advances it wii] learn less 
of war. Arbitration is now the sovereign 
panacea for that nationalill. But, asa mat- 
ter of fact, war has never been so carefully 
and so systematically studied as at the 

resent time. The genius of invention 

as never been 80 prolific as now in 
devising and improving implements of war. 
That man is honored and enriched who con- 
trives means of ee the greatest num- 
ber of human beings in the shortest space of 
time. Asthe conduct of war becomes more 
scientific and the art becomes refined and the 
implements mere destructive, the recurrence 
of war is lessened, the duration shortened 
and the loss of human life diminished. This 
is the direction the spirit of the age is taking 
—a direction in the interests of humanity. 
These humane conditions, however, involve 
an advanced stage of preparation. As a 
science war should be sedulously cultivated 
by the few qualified to undertake it; as an 
art it should be constantly practiced by the 
entire body set apart for that purpose and 
with the implements actually to be used in 
war. Itistothis state of preparation that 
we owe the peace of Europe to-day. The mere 
presence of the American army on our 
Southern frontier in 1866 was sufficient to

Ar- 
bitration was inadmissible in 1860-61, when so 
sorely needed. War, which had been in the 
course of preparation for thirty years pre- 
ceding its outbreak, was the only solution of 
the great problem. It had to be. Arbitra- 
tion fails most miserably when most needed, 
and what wonder? The high contracting par- 
ties and their umpires are all men of like 
passions, having no court of iast resort but 
the battle-fleld. 


ON A DESERT ISLAND. 


A Shipwrecked Crew Lives for Three 
Months on Sea Birds and Seal 


From the New York Sun. 


The crew of the iron bark Compadre dis- 
covered on March 16, while they were going 
from Calcutta to Chile, that their vessel was 
on fire. Unable to extinguish the flames, 
they battened down the hold and made 
for the smaller Auckland Island, 
which was not faraway. They reached the 
island, but were unable tu save any of their 
effects, for they had no sooner climbed upon 
the rock than their vessel was all aflame. 

Here they lived ona desert island for over 
one hundred days. It is the practice of Brit- 
ish Government vessels cruising in the Pacific 
to leave now and then on uninhabited islands 
asm all store of provision for the use of — 
sible castaways. These unlucky sailors 
found on their little rock such a store which 
contained a fewtins of bread and a dozen 
small tins of meat. 

They could easily have finished these sup- 
plies ina month’s time, but they put them- 
selves on allowance and lived mostly on sea 
birds, seal and other food they were able to 
catch there.

O’Brien of Wales Claims the English 
Middleweight Championship. 


TED PRITCHARD WILL PAY NO ATTEN- 
TION TO HIS CHALLENGES. 


Fight Between the National and Pelican 
Clubs—Changes in College Foot-Ball 
and Record of Games Between Yale, 
Harvard and Princeton—Hanlon on 
Rowing and Sporting News Generally. 


Bobby Habberjam, the well-known English 
116-pound man, is handling a middle- weight 
from Wales named O’Brien, who 1s said to be 
a wonder. He is the man whom the National 
London Sporting Club wanted to maten 
against George La Blanche. Hobber jam 
states that the Marine was offered $250 for ex- 
penses to come over and tackle O’Brien for a 
purse of £400, but never answered 
the cablegram sent him. O’Brien has 
been anxious to ight ‘*Ted’’ Pritchard, the 
champion English middleweight, but the lat- 
ter ignores him, notwithstanding the Weilsh- 
man’s most persistent efforts. The latter 
has posted £100 with the London Sporting Tife 
to bind a match with Pritchard, and had sev- 
eral hundred photographs taken of himself 
and labeled them The Champion Miadle- 
weight of England and Wales,’’ and dis- 
tributed them all over London. Pritchard 
refuses, however, to 
notice of him, claiming 
is after bigger game. Habberjam has 
written to Boxing Instructor Watson of the 
California Club of San Francisco,and it is not 
at all unlikely that the latter organization wiil 
offer a large purse and allow O’Brien ex- 
penses if he will come over and tackle Fitz- 
simmons, La Bianche, young Mitchell or 
some other good American fighter in his 
class. 

LONDON BOXING CLUBS. 

The two big London sporting ciubs,the Pell- 
can and the National, are engaged ina fight 
to a finish according to the latest reports re- 
ceived from the English metropolis. 
The Pelican, which is the old time organiza- 
tion, seems to be getting the worst of it. 
Wells, who has been runningit ever since 
its organization, has sold out toa company 
having lost a good sized fortune attemptiug 
to down his rival. The National Sporting 
Club has secured the Slavin-Jackson contest 
which they expect wil yield them a good- 
sized profit. They have not taken up 
O’Brien, the middle-weight from Wales, 
who is said to be a wonder, and areen- 
deavoring to secure a contest between him 
and Champion Pritchard. 

SLAVIN AND SULLIVAN. 

The London Sporting Life has the following 
concernifig Slavin,it having been written be- 
fore the latter was matched to fight Jackson, 
and therefore before the Australian aban- 
doned his idea of coming to America: 
‘‘When Frank P. Slavin journeyed to the 
United States and forced John Lawrence Sul- 
livan into the declaration that he was out of 
the business and did not intend to enter the 
ring again, the American papers ap- 


plauded the Australian for his 
gameness and manhood. Sullivan 
himself said that Slavin was the only 


boxer who had the pluck to come straight to 
him, and speak his own challenge instead of 
getting others to write his ideas or circulate 
them through the public prints.

FOOT BALL. 
Speaking of how college foot ball, as played 
to-day, differs from the old time game, the 
New York Recorder says: Many of the 
changes which have been made are due to 
Princeton and Yale. Among these may be 
mentioned the famous and popular V trick, 
with which every team opens its game. This 


trick, it is said, was the product of Princeton 
players. For many years Princeton made 
exclusive useof the now universal style of 
playing the ends well out in the fleld; the ob- 
ject being to drive the runner in against the 
tackler and box him up on either side and in 
front by the backs. 
Yale has always had superior systems of in- 
terference. Many of her great runs have 
been due tothe splendid system of whatis 
called ‘‘line interference,’’ 1. e., when the 
ballis passedtoa player, half a dozen or 
more of his colleagues start at the same in- 
stant around an opponent’s end, blocking off 
the opposing ends, tackles and backs. 
The runner, by keeping himself well on the 
off side of one or more of these interferers, has 
a free fleld, and is enabled to keep on his feet 
until the line is broken and himself tackled. 
But very often it happens that by a well 
engineered interference he can be safely con- 
ducted past all his opponents, until there is 
no obstacle between him and the goal, and a 
touchdown is the result. To this day the 
other colleges have not succeeded in grasping 
and working the Yale system in this 28

from monotony, rendered it popular and 
made it the most exciting of all games.

Consort always taught his children to do 
things well, 
Judging from the large tool-house the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh 
were no mean adepts at inh opt wee, the 
boarding of the sides being substantially put 
together and the gables of the roof morticed 
in true form; frequently when the Prince of 
Wales visits the dens he looks critically 
around this shed to see that the joinings are 
secure. It is kept exactly as it was when the 
princes and princesses were young, the bar- 
rows and garden tools being in an excellent 
state of preservation. Each child had a per- 
fect set of garden tools, with a barrow and 
wagon, and the Queen had a special wagon 
for herself, in which the children often drew 
her about. The initials of each of the royal 
children are painted on the back of the im- 
lements, with the exception of those of 
Princess Beatrice and the Duke of Albany, 
who were then very young and had to put a 
with a toy horse and cart anda very small 
barrow. The Dukes of Kdinburgh and Con- 
naught were very fond of building stone and

At the back of 
this noble group of trees are others planted 
by Prince Albert Victorand Prince George of 
Wales, Princess Louise of Wales, Prince Al- 
fred of Edinburgh, Princess Victoria and 
Sophie of Prussia, Prince Waldemar of 
Prussia and a grand, true cedar of Lebanon 
— by the Prince of Wales in 1872 on Moun 

ebanon and planted the same year for him 
by his youngest daughter, Princess Maud of 
Wales. This tree shows remarkably that 
En glish ideas of cedars of Lebanon are some- 
what wrong, for the cedar in the royal gar- 
dens is very like a Scotch fir, with sweeping 
branches to the base of its trunk. 

Alone, among fruit-trees, in another part 
of the gardens (moved there some time since 
for greater shelter) stands a sapling which is 
very dear to Her Majesty. It is from the 
beautiful gardens at Rosenau, where the late 
Prince Consort spent most of his young days, 
and it was planted by the Queen in 1869. 
Although planted over twenty years ago, it 
is still a weakling, notwithstanding close by 
| it fourish giant trees of a much younger age. 

What might also be called a sacred grove of 
trees is in another part of the garaens, close 
to the museum, stocked with curiosities col- 
lected by the royal family in all parts of the 
globe; à crocodile from the Nile, shot by

brickwork, and their handiwork can be seen 
in another part of the gardens in the shape 
of a miniature fortress called the Albert 
Barracks,’’ which was finished Oct. 2, 1860. 
It was under the eye of the Prince Consort 
these fortifications were commenced and 
splendid sham battles were 
here by the children,’ the 
Connaught and the Duke of Edinburgh de- 
fending their works against the combined at- 
tack of their brothers and sisters. It isan 
oft-repeated story that sometimes the at 
tack, led by the Prince of Wales, was too 
much for Prince Alfred and Prince Arthur, 
who were driven off the battlements into the 
underground chamber which was proof 
against rapture, and in which they had a 
separate store of arms. 

The fortress is kept in exactly the same 
order as it was then, and the Duchess of 
Albany’s and the Princess Beatrice’s chil- 
dren often now scamper over the deep ditch 


by the Prince of Wales in the East: huge 
tusks of ivory nearly eight feet long; a 
mummy in its case; and various sheils, 
butterfites and pebbles. In front of this is 
the glade of trees which. commemorates the 
marriage of each one of the Queen’s children. 
First come two splendid firs in memo of 
the Prince of Wale’s wedding, planted ‘here 
by the Prince and Princess after their honey- 
moon; then two planted by the Duke and 
Duchess of Edinburgh, and near at hand, the 
budding trees of the Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught, Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, anu Princess Beatrice and the Duke 
and Duchess of Albany. The Queen fre- 
quently takes her afternoon teaon the lawn 
amidst these emblems of the happy union of 
her children, enjoying the beautiful view 
over the tree-clad slopés of Osborne House 
Park, of the blue waters of the Solent and 
the wooded undulations of the mainland of 
Hampshire,

The largest elevators for carrying passen- 
gersin the world have just been completed 
on the banks of the Hudson, near Weehaw- 
ken.

ter. The area affected by the famine 
prises a section of the Empire equaling 
size nearly half the area of the United State 
and avery low estimate places the popu 
tion of this part ot the country at 4,000,( 
souls. 

The Government provided for the distrit 
tion of large quantities of seed grainint 
distressed provinces, but the distribution 
this grain has been greatly delayed throu 
various circumstances, not the least 
which is the extreme difficulty of transpor 
ing anything, particularly at this season 
the year, to some of the more distant pro 
inces. 

In many districts no winter sowing wt 
ever has been done, and consequently thei 
habitants have nothing to look forward t 
even should they be so fortunate as to m 
age to sustain life through the winter, 
only hope that they will be able to en! 
through the coming winter lies in the fa 
that the Government is taking the most ene 
getic measures to heip the sufferers, and it
